emerges from {the discussions, 
the situation in Europe should 
be greatly eased. It remains to 
be seen how far predictions will 
be borne out by subsequent 
events.

RUSSIA'S SECOND 
THOUGHTS 


From .the position of an out- 
cast, Sovict Russia is gradually 
coming back into the concert of 
nations.: The friendly contacts 
which she has made with numer- 
ous countries, by the conclusion 
of non-aggression pacts, has 
been ‘followed up by the secur- 
ing of recognition from the 
United States, and, fresh from 
his success in America, M. 
Litvinoff is now in Rome, where 
he is having conversations of 
the utmost importance with 
Signor Mussolini. Closer Russo- 
Italian diplomatic relations arc 
indicated, with big possibilities 
in. the way of improving the 
relations between Germany 
and Russia on.- the one hand 
and between Germany and 
France on the other. If any- 
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Carry your keys, 
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-thing-conerete-along-theso-lines 
emerges from ithe discussions, 
the situation in Europe should 
be greatly eased. It remains to 
be scen how far predictions will 
be borne out by_ subsequent 
events. There can be no doubt- 
ing the point, however, that Rus- 
sia is out to make friends with 
nations which have hitherto kept 


aloof fromthe Soviet and its. 


policies. The underlying mo- 
tives need not at the moment be 
discussed. It is sufficient to 
take note of the facts. Russia’s 
leaders have, of course, been 
largely to blame for the past is- 
olation of their country. They 
have not been content. to con- 
contrate on their own problems; 
they have carried on a campaign 
of subversive activity ir all parts 
of the world, 2 campaign obvi- 
ously designed to create intern- 
al upheavals in those countries 
and in many instances aimed at 
the whole structure of society 
and government. If, as it is to be 
hoped, Russia has now acen the 
error of her. ways,’ and is pre- 
pared. to respect the ordinary 
canons of international conduct, 
there can be no logical reason 
why she should not be welcomed 
back into the comity of nations. 
‘The Soviet’s own conception of 
government is no direct concern 
of other nations, 80. long as no 
attempt is made to impose. it on 
others. The. mischief in‘ the 
past has been that Russia: has 
deliberately followed ‘a policy of 
interfering with the interral 
affairs of others, stirring . up 
trouble and secking -to foment 
revolution. How . she seeks to 
manage her, own affairs is her 
business, and nobody ‘ elad’d., 
‘Nations differ in thicir concepts 
of government, but this should 
not necessarily mean that they 
cannot maintain friendly contact 
one with another, On the 
brond issuo of her relations 
with other nations, it will be to 
the good of world peace that sho 
should’ no longer remain’ out. 
side the pale,. ‘Her future. con- 
tacts will largely depend on her 
l inclination to live up to recognis- 
ed international standards in her 
|’ dealings with. ¢

It is becnuse men and 
women ‘are alive to the serlous- 
ness of the situation that. they 
attribute remarkable gifts to those 
in authority.

FEET OF CLAY? 


Experience shows that the 
momentary {dol sometimes has 
fect of clay. The hero has not 
imposed himself on the people by 
his exceptional actions; the people 
havo created the hero, lending’ to 
him virtues he does not possess. 
Yet, despite disappointments, the 
search for an extraordinary leadcr 
continues. In certain cases popu- 
lar opinion does not seem mis- 
laced. In France, for example, 
Clemenceau in the latter stages 
of the war fulfilled the expecta- 
tiona which.~vere plated in him. 
Briand, for a time, was the 
veritable embodiment of the 
aspiration toward peace, In Italy, 
Mussolini ‘has unquestionably— 
doctrines and methods sapart— 
achieved great things for his 
‘country, and has attained an in- 
ternational: significance which is 
unsurpassed.. Whether in tho long 
run he will be successful cannot

HITLER'S CASE 


The ‘Hitler phenomenon js. the 
{nevitable result.of the ardent 
deaire of a whole péople to place 
at their head a man whom they 
believe to be capable of needs 
which “his predecessors failed to 
perform. It is . exceedingly dif- 
ficult to declare precisely where 
democracy ends. It fs not to_be 
tested by outward forms. The 
real criterion is ‘whether the 
people beliove in tho virtues of 
their chief; and, until aurther 
orders, it is apparent that the 
majority of Germans either. en- 
thusiastically approve of the 
policy of Hitler or.fervently. hope 
that it will produce good fruits. 


IRELAND . 


Much the same situation ‘exists 
in the Irish Free State. We may 
find cause for criticiam of Mr, de 
Valera’s policy, bit there is no 
doubt that it fits in with the mood 
of probably the majority of resid- 
ents of tho Irish Free State, to-day. 
DiMcultics are being experienced. 
A milltary tribunal recently found 
nine farmers not guilty o1 unlaw- 
ful nssocintion for-non-payment of 
tnxes.

No Breakdown. 


« Nevertheless there is no talk on 
the other side about a breakdown 
of the Conference but merely about 
an adjournment, If it wero posal~ 
ble to: blame Germany | for: the 
breakdown, they would. probably not 
hesitate to.call things by thoir pro- 
per names. But the facts lie too 
-exposed to daylight. . 
It cannot be denied that the 
German disarmament began aiready 
fifteen yeara ago when tho armis- 
tice was concluded. It can fur- 
thermore not be denied that we ful- 
filled the disarmament provisions of 
the Versnilles treaty already in 
1922 by 965 and that the inter- 
allicd Military Control Commission 
left Germany on January 31st., 1927 
after having attested tho actual 
completion .of our disarmament, 
And no more can it be denied that 
the five years of work of the Pre- 
paratory Disarmament Commission 
from 1926 to 1930 obtained no 
practical results, and that similar 
things can be said of the present 
‘Conference; which started work 
1% years ago, : 
“<Jt ennnot even bo disputed that 
Germany took her share in the 
work of the Preparatory, Disarma- 
ment Commission as well as in the 
Conference. Itself, guided . by 
moderation and perseverance and a 
readiness to make concessions as 
for os possible,’ After all it is o 
fact that the other’ countries, par- 
ticilarly France and her allics, 
have increased their ‘armaments 
after the war in a manner which is 
in strictest ‘opposition to. the obli- 
gations undertaken at Versailles 
with regard .to general disarma- 
ment. These facts could not even

What Now?

What now? To this question the 
answer has been given by the leader 
of German foreign policy, that tho 
other side has now to take tho 
lend. As a matter of fact it is they 
who have to fulfil obligations and 
our partners in tho negotiations 
have to answer the question. Thoy, 
however, do, not seem inclined to 
settle this preliminary question of 
ours, ag to how. far they intend to 
disarm, between themselves and 
without us. They are apparently 
aware of the ‘great divergences 
amongst themselves, They are only 
gure about ono. thing, that overy- 
Bony must try to let the other take 
as Jarge a shdro as possible in

pletely from disarmament. 

It fs superfluous to cite examples.

final decision about success or 
failure of the Conference, will 
Itherefore doubtless _ still encounter 
great—difficultics, —We-— need --not 
bother our heads about the ques- 
tion, which way will be chosen-and 
how our.claim to equality of status 
and equal security will finally be 
‘put into practice. There. is but 
one thing we must feel astonished 
jat. That the opposing side should 
maintain the Illusion that Germany 
would. put up with a convention 
which does not grant Germany full 
equality of status but would leave 
her in some way or other in a 
stat? of discrimination. I must 
confess, that I cannot krasp how 
foreign statesmen can ‘in this res- 
pect have any doubts about the im- 
perturbable firmness of the will of

PROPERTY PROFITS,
